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TRAGEDY 


THREE MEN MEET DEATH NEAR 
REGINA 


SUFFOCATED IN A WELL 


One After Another They Go to the 
Rescue and Are Overwhelmed—The 
Three Bodies Recovered by the Use 
of Grappling Irons, 


Reena, July 4.—A terrible tragedy 
occurred vear here yesterday. A well 
was being dug on the farm of. Robert 
Moore, between Grand Coulee and 
Wascana. Some time ago 6) feet had 
been reached and nothing had been 
been done for a week and the well had 
been covered over, 

On Saturday Moore went down to 
resume operations. He was lowered 
into the pit by Charles Beattie. Beat- 
tie felt the rope slacken and heard the 
thud of Moore falling. 

He ran for Andrew Moore, his cousin, 
who was plowing and Moore proceed- 
ed to lower Beattie down the well, 

When thirty feet down Moore heard 
a choking poise from Beattie and im- 
mediately afterward felt his weight off 
the rope and heard a thud. 

Moore then went for James Carroll 
who was plowing hard by, and asked 
him to lower him down. Carroll said 
he would go down himself as he did 
not think he could pull Moore up, 

Carro!! was lowered and at 20 
called out “Pull me up, 1am choking. 
Moore pulled him up, but when twelve 
feet from the top Carroll fell off the 
rope to the bottom, 

The neighbours and Mounted Police 
soon heard of the tragedy and with 
grappling irons brought the bodies of 
the three unfortunates to the surface 
—all dead,

|IS SAID TO BE THE SITUATION 
RE TURKEY 


A SPEECH BY SALISBURY 


Tekes A Seiious View— Great Britain 
Ready to Take a Hand in Bringing 
The Sultan to His Senses—-News 
From Turkey. 


Atuens, July ¢—The Turkish troops 
after a sharp fight with the inhabitants 
occupied the village of Kalabaka, in 
North Thessaly. Mazabata although 
Within the territory occupied by the 
Turkish troops, was under Greck ad- 
ministration, The attack was made 
last Thursday by a body of Turks and 
Albanians 2,090 streng. The inhabit- 
ants fought desperately killing many 
of the Turks, but were finaliy over- 
powered, Most of them fled to the 
mountains, Others probably were 
massacred or taken prisoners. The 
boy ag after pillaging the town destroy- 
ed it. 

Lonpon, July 7.— Inthe House of 
Lords yesterday the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, replying to Lord Connamara, 
said the delay in the settlement of 
peace terms was entirely the fault of 
the former. There were no delays so 
far as the Powers were concerned, but 
Turkey carried deliberation and cir- 
eumspection to such an excess that 
the delay was not without danger. 
Though the danger was not imme- 
diate, they were at present no nearer 
toa solution of the question than be- 
fore, Having referred to the situation 
in IS78, pointing out that the Russian 
army was atthe gates of Constanti- 
nople, Salisbury remarked that in pro- 
portion to the circumstances, as the 
year 1887 became analagous with’ the 
year "78, so his hopes of a satisfactory 
result increased. 

Salisbury further remarked: “If 
Prince Bismarck were presiding at the 
conference, as he did in 78, the result 
would be different, A powerful Rus- 
sian army was then within a stone’s 
throw of Constantinople, and any sug- 
gestion trom Bismarck that the fail- 
ure of the conference would result in 
amovement of that army undoubted- 
ly produced that effect’ on Turkish 
deliberations which is desired now,” 

All the morning papers comment 
editorially upon the new danger in the 
Greece and Turkish situation, The 
statement of Salisbury is regarded as 
extremely grave and as aclear inti- 
mation of the readiness of Great Bri- 
tain to join in aetive co-operation 
against the Sultan, 

THE TRICEY TURK. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 7,.-The Otto- 
man Cabinet, in pa hades! Ml with an 
order of the Sultan, has proclaimed a 
line of resistance at Mazabata. Tew- 
fik Pasha, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
informed the Austrian ambassador, 
Baron Calice, last evening that the 
Sulten and his Cabinet were unable to 
accept the frontier lines between

If the dahlia is to be the fashionable 
flower for the next few years, as indice 
tions now point it to be, no flower ean 
be more deserving of this distinction, 
says Farm and Home, This grand old 
flower has been marvelously improved 
of late years, and as much of a fvrore 
over it is expected as the sweet pea or 
chrysanthemum created, Barly varieties 
are now brought into bloom by June 15, 
and later kinds keep in continued flower

Many of the newer dahlias are marvels 
of entrancing loveliness, especially some 
of the newer cactus sorts and decorative 
types. In the dahlia can be found not 
ouly every color (except blue) and every 
Jatermediate shade and tint from the 
softest to the richest, but the most bean- 
tiflul combinations ef colors and exqui- 
site blendings of shades and tints; while 
the brilliant lustre of the colors is ansur- 
passed in nature. The new cactus varie- 
ties have large, perfectly double tlowers 
of loose, irrecular outline, and embr: 
the loveliest shades to be found in na 
tur. 

The dahlia is 9 gross feeder and should 
be planted in rich soil, in rows 4 feet 
épart and from 2 to 4 feet upart in the 
rows, according to whether a solid row 
or specimen plants are wanted.

It all came about through a ¢u- 
statement made at a meeting of 
the British Scientific Association, at 
which Mr, M. W, Stine of the Armour 
Institute of Chicago called attention te 
a very curious and interesting lantern 
slide in his possession During a dis 
ussion of the properdes of the Toent- 
fen rays a leading scientist suggested 
that as certain insects had eyes seem- 
ing unadapted to see by ordinary sun- 
light they might visualize by means of 
the X ray Dr. Allen is one of the few

reveal, So he chose the eye of a beetle 
to demonstrate to the satisfaction of 
everyone that the X ray was no aid 
to visualization whatever 

It is a curious study that this photo 
graph lays open to the laymen of 
science. The beetle has the curious 
projecting eye, very similar to the sort 
me sometimes 8s in man himself. 


The eye is large and round, or almost 


so. It can hardly be catled a perfect 
sphere, for it is slightly convex tn 
shape. Such insects have eyes called 


compound, formed not of one lens but 
of several hundred, set side by side 
like cells a honeycomb. How does 
the world appear through such eyes? 
is a query of unusual interest, 

Wrting of this photograph Mr, W. M. 
Stine, previously referred to, says In a 
letter to ‘The Cincinnati Enquirer of 
Dr. Allen's picture of the insect's sight 
world;

The r tion of the eyes of such in- 
sects to those of mammals with the sin- 
gle focus or snap-shot camera to the 
wdinary form in which the focus is 
adjustable. 

“It seems reasonably clear that tn- 


sects form their judgments of distance 


from such multiple images, depending 
upon the power of each facet to re- 
fract light rays. The nearer the ob- 


ject the greater would be the area cov 
ered by the ima m the retina, It 
is sca conceivable that rays not 
capable of refraction or of being focus- 
ed, Which is the case with X rays, can 


by simple shadow effects enable a judg 
ment to be formed on the distance of 
an oblect.””
